died.” Councillors que¬ 
ried whether the nearby 
old swimming pool site 
would be included in any 
plans. 

Speaking after the 
meeting, Cllr Hood said: 
“We don’t think the pool 
should be included in 
the racing policy because 
it was never racing land 
to my knowledge but we 
consider it inappropriate 
for a developer to leave 
the land looking like an 
eyesore for years on end. 

“There needs to be 
some appropriate action 
so that the entrance to 
Newmarket’s High Street 
can be suitable for resi¬ 
dents and visitors...” 


As reported last week, 
Bill Gredley, who owns 
the site, has unveiled 
plans for a care home. 

The plans, for a two- 
storey establishment 

called Queensbury 

Home, are on display in a 
shop window in the High 
Street, owned by Unex. 

Previous planning ap¬ 
plications for the site have 
all been turned down be¬ 
cause they were judged 
to be contrary to a policy 
to protect the town’s rac¬ 
ing establishments from 
being developed for pur¬ 
poses outside of racing. 

Unex and the district 
council both confirmed 
that no full plans for the 
site have yet been sub¬ 
mitted.

School laptop thieves ordered by 
court to pay back just £1 each 


THREE men who admit¬ 
ted stealing £160,000 worth 
of computers from schools 
across Essex and Suffolk 
have no more than £3 left 
between them, a court has 
heard. 

Christopher Kerr, 25, of 
Halstead Road, Frinton; 
Liam Cook, 26, of Bushell 
Way, Frinton; and Francis 
Wilding, 22, of Broadway, 
Jaywick, targeted 56 primary 
schools and colleges, includ¬ 
ing Moulton Primary School, 
where they stole 15 laptops. 

The trio have been ordered 
to pay back just £1 each after 
financial investigators failed 


to identify any assets owned 
by the men. 

The men raided the 
schools after carrying out 
detailed research into secu¬ 
rity arrangements and the 
location of the schools’ IT 
departments. 

They pleaded guilty and 
were jailed in fuly - Kerr and 
Wilding for 64 months and 
Cook for 40 months. 

But last week the gang 
were returned to Ipswich 
Crown Court for a Proceeds 
of Crime Act hearing to re¬ 
coup as much as possible of 
the value of what they stole. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd 


said: “The conspiracy did re¬ 
sult in substantial losses to 
the taxpayer. 

“That having been said, it 
appears there are very few - 
if any - assets left to recover.” 

Mr Sadd said that the gang 
had benefited by £60,000 
from the thefts. 

Miss Recorder Cheryl 
lones ordered that each man 
pay a nominal £1. 

The gang stole a total of 
300 computers in total and 
also caused £37,000 worth of 
damage by forcing windows 
open to get inside the build¬ 
ings, stealing computers and 
the work stored on them. 


Vandals target 
project in 
‘mindless’ act

TOMATO plants grown as 
part of a project by adults 
with learning difficultues in 
Burwell have been ruined 
after a “mindless act” of van¬ 
dalism. 

The staff of Burwell Com¬ 
munity Print came to work 
on Friday and found the 
plants had been sprayed 
with black spray paint, leav¬ 
ing them completely ruined. 

Graffiti had also been left 
on the nearby building. 

The tomatoes had been 
planted and grown as part of 
the Chutney Project by the 
printing company, which 
saw its printers, adults with 
learning disabilities, grow 
fresh produce in its grounds. 

Mary Hammond, chair of 
trustees, said: “Our printers 
are people with learning dif¬ 
ficulties. 

“They come to us to be up¬ 
lifted and motivated and in¬ 
spired. This has put a damp¬ 
ener on that. 



“It’s distressing for them 
and it’s a mindless and hor¬ 
rible act.” 

She added: “One of our 
printers had his last day 
on Friday and he was part 
of that project so it’s taken

Suspended sentence for street drug dealer 


A MAN caught dealing illegal 
drugs in a Newmarket street 
has been given a suspended 
prison sentence. 

fames Bursford, 22, was 
arrested in All Saints Road. 

On Thursday, Bursford 
pleaded guilty to possession 
of a class A drug with intent 
to supply. 

Prosecuting, Robert Sadd 
said officers had asked Burs¬ 
ford if he was carrying any¬ 
thing illegal and he had re¬ 


plied: “drugs in my pocket.” 

He was found to have 14 
wraps of cocaine inside a to¬ 
bacco packet and £790 cash. 

Mr Sadd said text mes¬ 
sages on Bursford’s phone 
indicated that he was a street 
dealer. 

Bursford, of Queen Street, 
Newmarket, had not been 
operating on behalf of any¬ 
one else and had been sup¬ 
plying only people he knew, 
said foanne Eley, mitigating. 


Miss Eley said Bursford 
regretted what he had done 
and had not benefited sig¬ 
nificantly. 

fudge David Goodin sen¬ 
tenced Bursford to two years 
imprisonment suspended 
for 18 months and ordered 
him to complete 150 hours 
of unpaid community work. 

In addition Bursford must 
pay £817 prosecution costs 
and will forfeit the £790 
seized from him by police.

defends 

comments 

NEWMARKET'S mayor has 
defended comments made at 
Friday's Vision conference. 

In response to a complaint 
from the public about too 
much money spent on horse 
walks, Cllr Rachel Hood said 
if a resident was offended by 
the horses she "might like 
to think about not living in 
Newmarket". 

At a town council meeting 
on Monday Cllr George 
Lambton, who represents All 
Saints, criticised the mayor 
for her comments. 

Speaking at the meeting, 
he said: "While many of us 
know [the mayor] holds that 
view it was inappropriate for 
her to voice that view as a 
representative of the council." 

Many residents not 
involved in racing still like 
horses, Cllr Lambton added, 
but find comments "from 
those related to them" 
patronising. 

Cllr Hood told councillors 
she would not apologise 
for "supporting the biggest 
employer and economic 
contributor" to the town. 

She said: "Newmarket is 
the most famous international 
home for horseracing and 
it's a town which I am wholly 
supportive of and I am wholly 
supportive of our residents."

"We were both really shaken up 
because we could have been standing 
in that exact spot." 


Bid to 
tackle 
drinking 

ANTI-social behaviour 
due to street drinking has 
become a priority crime for 
the police. 

Speaking at Monday's 
council meeting Sgt Mel 
Leaman told councillors that 
"high visability" patrols are 
being carried out in a bid 
to combat the problem in 
Newmarket. 

He added: "I am looking 
to reintroduce the 'Reducing 
the Strength' campaign to 
the retailers in the town 
and hopefully we will get a 
positive response to that." 

The campaign, which is 
already active in Haverhill 
and Bury St Edmunds, aims 
to restrict the sale of "super 
strength" beers, lagers and 
ciders. 

These drinks have more 
than a 6.5% alcohol. 

Sgt Leaman added: 
"People who buy this cheap 
alcohol tend to be people 
who are alcohol dependent, 
or the younger members of 
the community because it's 
all they can afford. 

"They get a big hit for a 
cheap amount of money." 

The scheme, which is 
supported by Suffolk County 
Council and the NHS, 
is currently in the early 
stages, with off-licences 
and retailers being asked to 
participate. 


Man’s drowning 
was ‘accidental’ 


THE family of a man who 
drowned in Thailand after 
reportedly being chased by 
locals into the sea say justice 
has not been done. 

Patrick Molloy, 28, formerly 
of St Mary’s Square in New¬ 
market, drowned at the resort 
of Pattaya in December 2012 
while holidaying with friends. 

At an inquest in Hunting¬ 
don on Thursday, the coroner 
recorded a verdict of acciden¬ 
tal death. 

Mr Molloy, who had moved 
to Cambridge in recent years, 
was said to have drowned. 
He could not swim and had 
failed to make it to a nearby 
boat. 

The verdict came on the 
same week that Thai police 
said the investigation into the 
murders of two British tour¬ 
ists was proving “difficult”. 
The coroner referred to the 
recent news in the inquest, 
saying that the affairs in Thai¬ 
land were “topsy turvey”. 

There had been an alterca-

tion with local people before 
Mr Molloy ended up in the 
sea. 

But the family were told 
that the verdict could only be 
“as good as the information 
the coroner can get”. 

Senior coroner David Mor¬ 
ris said: “Thailand just had a 
coup and the whole govern¬ 
ment had changed. 

“I can’t approach police of¬ 
ficers directly. I can only con¬ 
tact the coroner directly.” 

He added that Mr Molloy 
had appeared to be “in a bit 
of a scuffle” - but that there 
had been “no other serious 
injuries by any third party”. 

The family were told the 
case had not been concluded 
in Thailand and were warned 
that it may never be. 

Mr Morris said the case 
needed to be brought to a 
close. He said: “We have tried 


to contact them. We are un¬ 
likely to get anything else. We 
are not getting a response.” 

The coroner concluded: “I 
can’t allege any criminality 
because there’s only the evi¬ 
dence of drowning. 

“He thought he could es¬ 
cape through the sea but sad¬ 
ly that was not the outcome.” 

He added that he hoped the 
verdict could “bring closure” 
to the family after waiting 
nearly two years. 

The Molloy family told the 
News that they felt justice had 
not been done. 

They said: “The British 
Embassy and Foreign Office 
didn’t have the decency to 
tell us - we found out from a 
friend.” 

Two other men, believed to 
be from Cambridge, had to be 
rescued. 

Thai news reports said the 
Brits were chased into the sea 
by locals, who had been an¬ 
gered by their behaviour at a 
local disco.

Horses and humans 

QUEENSBURY Lodge is not really 
the problem in the Queensbury 
Lodge Problem. 

Any sane person must acknowledge 
that no trainer (or their financial 
supporters / advisers) would be 
likely to consider paying the costs 
of renovating the lodge, cottage and 
stables for a racing yard. Even if the 
former paddock was used to build 
a new yard, the costs of using the 
Lodge and cottage as trainer's / staff 
quarters would be prohibitive. 

Of course, the Lodge and paddock 
are technically (and legally) in 
different ownership; so too the 
former swimming pool site. 

The paddock land is conveniently 
adjacent to the horse walk which 
runs alongside Rowley Drive. 

It therefore would offer safe passage 
for horses (and riders) to both of the 
main training grounds. 

However, the continuing disuse 
of the nearby Holland House 
stables suggests that trainers are not 
minded to locate here, although a 
yard on Rowley Drive would surely 
be better than having the horse / 
traffic problems produced by racing 
developments in Snailwell Road. 

The proposed plans are solely for 
Queensbury Lodge. 

Realistically the area must be 
considered as a whole. Unex's 
applications over the years have 
generally done this. 

The Asda proposal was, I feel, a bit 
extreme BUT the idea was, and has 
been, that the development should, 
in part, be self-financing. 

As generous as Mr Gredley is, it 
would be ludicrous to expect him to 
bear all costs. 

Applications for development 
here have generally been blithely 
dismissed as contrary to racing 
policies. 

I would suggest that a part of the 
paddock be designated for racing 
use and the remainder, along with 
the Lodge, old swimming pool etc, 
be sympathetically developed. 
Technically, the paddock is not 
a racing yard and racing policies 
allow merely continuing use of 
racing yards as such - but then the 
former Kremlin Stud was (as the 
name implies) stud land, yet use as 
a racing yard was allowed, ignoring 
the horse / traffic problems. 

Equally technically, Palace House 
Stables was a racing yard, yet 
alternative use has been allowed, 
which sets a precedent for 
Queensbury Lodge.

HUNDREDS of people 
gathered in the Memorial 
Hall on Friday to be brought 
up to date on the Vision for 
Newmarket’s future. 

Representatives from ed¬ 
ucation and tourism were 
on hand to talk through the 
aims of the Newmarket Vi¬ 
sion group, which looks at 
what improvements can 
be made and where money 
should be spent to take the 
town forward. 

Guests heard from How¬ 
ard Lay, chief executive 
of the Samuel Ward Multi 
Academy Trust, which now 
includes Newmarket Acad¬ 
emy. 

He spoke of the need for a 
“clear vision” for education. 
Mr Lay said: “A key part of 
the community is its young 
people. Education in New¬ 
market must be ambitious, 
challenging and embedded 
in local values. 

“Every young life is spe¬ 
cial and they are all gifted 
with the potential to change 
the world for the better.” 

He said that primary 
schools in Newmarket were 
of a high standard, and eve¬ 
ryone should work together 
to improve education. 

Chris Garibaldi, director 
of the National Heritage 
Centre for Horseracing and 
Sporting Art in Palace Street, 
also revealed the plan for 
displays and experiences 
inside the new museum, set 
to open in early 2016. 

Numerous galleries are 
set to be included in the 
project, with racehorses 
being stabled in the Roth¬ 
schild Yard and extensive 
paddocks where guests can 
view the horses at work. 

Mr Garibaldi said: “For 
the first time we will be em¬ 
bracing horses as part of our 
visitor experience. We want 
to put the museum at the 
heart of the community.” 

It is hoped the museum 
will be completed at the end 
of 2015, and will be opened 
to the public for the first 
time in early 2016. 

A heated question and 
answer session dominated 
the morning as local resi¬ 
dents found out more about 
where the £800,000 ear¬ 
marked for the Vision pro¬ 
ject would go in the town. 

One resident said: “I have 
read that there was £800,000 
secured for the Newmar¬ 
ket Vision but was then 
shocked that £450,000 of 
that was to go on means to 
improve pedestrian access 
and horse movements.

“A lot of people around 
here would say horses can 
move better around New¬ 
market than pedestrians 
and vehicles.” 

Town mayor Rachel Hood 
said the purpose of the con¬ 
ference was to get Newmar¬ 
ket moving forward. 

She said that the town, 
district and county councils 
were now working in a dif¬ 
ferent way to improve the 
town, but said the horserac¬ 
ing industry was a huge part 
of Newmarket and so horses 
and the industry as a whole 
- needed to be looked after. 

She added: “Newmarket 
is a unique place and it has 
a tremendous history that 
many of you know at least 
something about. 

“It is a vibrant racing in¬ 
dustry which brings mil¬ 
lions into the economy 
and provides hundreds and 
hundreds of jobs. 

“That is one of our unique 
selling points. The horserac¬ 
ing industry makes a great 
contribution to the town.” 

The mayor’s husband, 
racehorse trainer john Gos- 
den also shared his thoughts 
about the industry, and said 
there was a record number 
of horses and trainers in 
Newmarket.

Top honour for 
teen who saved 
neighbour’s life 


A TEENAGER who saved his next 
door neighbour from drowning 
is to be honoured with a national 
award. 

Harry Bennett, 19, will receive a 
Royal Humane Society award for 
pulling his neighbour, Ian Taylor, 
to safety after he had sunk up to 
his armpits in the river behind 
their homes. 

It was on December 8 last year 
that Mr Taylor, 42, was cleaning 
rubbish from the river - Soham 
Lode - when he came into serious 
difficulty. 

Although the river is only about 
two to three foot deep, there are 
hidden pockets of silt, which Mr 
Taylor did not realise. 

Before he knew it, the father-of- 
one, who lives in Mill Corner, with 
his wife, Naomi, had stepped into 
the silt and quickly began to sink. 

He started to shout for help but 
was sinking by the second and by 
the time Naomi had rushed down 
to the water’s edge the water was 
up to his armpits and he had just 
his arms and head above the wa-

ter. 

Ian’s next door neighbour, Sa¬ 
rah Bennett, heard him scream¬ 
ing for help and rushed upstairs 
to her son, Harry, who was asleep 
in bed. 

As previously reported, with¬ 
out a pause for thought, Harry, 
a former Soham Village College 
student, donned his waders and 
rushed outside. He climbed over 
the fence at the back of the gar¬ 
den and leapt into the river before 
dragging Ian from the silt and to 
the riverbank to safety. 

Firefighters arrived moments 
after Harry had got Ian to safety. 

Speaking to the News at the 
time, Harry, who lives with his 
mum and dad, Mark, said: “Eve¬ 
ryone else was too scared to jump 
in the water but I know the river 
well. 

“I’ve been in the river ever since 
I was a little boy so know where 
all the silt areas are. Ian obviously 
didn’t know where they are, which 


is why he was sinking. 

“It was a struggle to drag him 
from the silt but I don’t feel like a 
hero -1 just feel like I helped him 
out.” 

Harry has also won the person¬ 
al praise of Dick Wilkinson, sec¬ 
retary of the Royal Humane So¬ 
ciety, who said: “He was truly the 
right person in the right place at 
the right time, showed enormous 
presence of mind and knew what 
to do thanks to his local river- 
bank knowledge. 

“He richly deserves the award 
he is to receive.” 

Harry was nominated for the 
award by Cambridgeshire Police 
and will be presented with it at a 
date yet to be confirmed. 

Speaking to the News at the 
time, Mr Taylor said: “If my wife, 
Harry or any of the neighbours 
hadn’t have been at home I dread 
to think what would have hap¬ 
pened to me. I feel extremely 
grateful to Harry for what he did 
and certainly won’t be going back 
in the river.”

‘Know the signs of 
meningitis’ 


A MUM from Swaffham 
Bulbeck is urging people to 
look out for symptoms of 
meningitis after seeing her 
daughter go from having a 
fever to being on a life sup¬ 
port machine. 

Suzy Ashworth’s daugh¬ 
ter Faith, was sent home 
from nursery with a fever 
in 2005 when she was 19 
months old. 

Despite visiting a doc¬ 
tor and calling NHS Direct, 
Faith was not diagnosed 
until she attended an 
emergency clinic in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

Within 24 hours, she was 
on a life support machine, 
diagnosed with meningo¬ 
coccal meningitis and sep¬ 
ticaemia. 

Suzy said: “She remained 
in Addenbrooke’s for two 
weeks. 

“A lot of people say it’s 
like living a nightmare but 
it does have that unreal 
quality to life when you see 
your child being put on a 
ventilator. 

“It feels like it can’t possi-

bly be real and too difficult 
to contemplate. 

“It was incredibly scary 
and the symptoms move so 
fast. It is so difficult to diag¬ 
nose and it’s so important 
to know the signs. 

“We had taken her to a 
doctor and it was not diag¬ 
nosed, we called NHS Di¬ 
rect a couple of times and 
it was not diagnosed. Even 
taking her to the centre in 
Chesterton, the doctor said 
T don’t think it’s meningi¬ 
tis’.” 

After a tense time for 
Faith’s family, she started 
improving and slowly be¬ 
gan to recover. 

Suzy added: “I remember 
the day the doctor came in 
and said they didn’t think 
we were going to lose her. 
The sun came out that 
morning and it was as if 
life started again and time 
went back into motion.” 

Now, 10-year-old Faith is 
“thriving”; a keen swimmer 
for Bottisham swimming 


club and top of her class at 
school. 

“Faith knows how lucky 
she is,” Suzy said. “We 
could never have expected 
such an incredibly vibrant 
child with what she went 
through. 

“She feels very passion¬ 
ate and lucky and wants to 
help people in the future.” 

Suzy said: “We are grate¬ 
ful for every day that she 
made a full recovery, but 
know that if we had known 
more about the early signs 
and symptoms of menin¬ 
gitis, both we and the doc¬ 
tors might have diagnosed 
the infection sooner and 
spared her the trauma of 
such a long time on a ven¬ 
tilator.” 

Signs of meningitis in¬ 
clude fever, vomiting, 
severe headaches, pale 
skin, rashes, breathless¬ 
ness, cold hands or feet, 
stiff necks, dislike of bright 
lights, or being difficult to 
wake.

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Second chance 
for Ninny, 9

THE life of a nine-year-old 
cat with a brain tumour has 
been saved thanks to emer¬ 
gency surgery by a charity 
near Newmarket. 

Ninny the cat was rushed 
to the Animal Health Trust 
after her vision became re¬ 
duced and she began to suf¬ 
fer from seizures. 

Experts found that Ninny 
was weak on her left side 
and blind in her left eye, 
leading them to believe she 
had a problem affecting the 
right side of her forebrain. 

After an MRI, vets found 
Ninny had a large tumour, 
a meningioma, which was 
compressing her brain. 

Courtenay Freeman, sen¬ 
ior neurology clinician, said: 
“Meningiomas are tumours 
that grow on the surface of 
the brain causing compres¬ 
sion, neurologic signs and 
sometimes seizures. They 
don’t usually spread to other 
parts of the body and can 
be removed surgically, al¬ 



though they tend to grow 
back after a year or two.” 

Ninny then went into sur¬ 
gery, where her condition 
deteriorated and saw her 
rushed to the surgical suite 
for an emergency craniec¬ 
tomy to remove the tumour. 

Surgeons found that Nin¬ 
ny’s brain was swollen, but 
after cutting out the tumour, 
it returned to normal shape. 

In the days after surgery, 
she has continued to im¬ 
prove and become more 
alert and responsive. 

Three months later, Ninny 
is back to her normal self.

Courtenay added: “Ninny 
has done so well to recover 
from her illness. It’s wonder¬ 
ful to know we were able to 
remove the tumour and al¬ 
low her to return to her nor¬ 
mal happy self. These brain 
tumours are relatively com¬ 
mon in cats and not all cats 
are as lucky as Ninny. 

“Her owners will have to 
keep an eye out for any signs 
of another tumour, but we 
hope Ninny will be able to 
continue living a normal, 
happy and healthy life.”

Ilka Gansera-Leveque is a Newmarket racehorse trainer, vet and horse whisperer. She talks us through her working day 


8:00 

I am dreaming about running a 
horse at Royal Ascot in front of 
the Queen when the alarm goes 
off. 

8:30 

Eleven eager faces are waiting at 
the yard. Racehorses like an early 
start - and a hearty breakfast. 

5:00 

Check every horse; legs, for heat 
or swelling, and feet for heat and 
pulse. It’s the old horseman’s 
mantra - “no hoof, no horse”. 

I’m a control freak and I like to 
know exactly what’s going on for 
myself. 

5:00 

Stable staff arrive. 

tzz m m 5:30 

Take horses’ temperatures. “Ilka, 
this filly has a temperature.” OK, 
that usually means box rest. Tack 
up. 

535 

I ride out with first lot, to make 
sure we use tracks I have 
planned on Newmarket’s wide 
open spaces; what speed, do 
they work upsides or in front? 

I like to train my horses as 
individuals and it’s a great feeling 
to be out there on the gallops 
before most people are up. It 
gives me a chance to get a feel 
for a horse but today it’s not good 
news. My little two year-old colt 
doesn’t quite feel right so I pull 
him up. “Sebastian, this little guy 
needs a couple of easy days.” As 
a trainer on the ground I wouldn’t 
pick this up. As a vet riding him, 

I do. It’s what makes us different. 
“Ilka, this filly is still a little stiff in 
front.” Back at the yard she has 
ice treatment on her front legs 
for a slight shin soreness. It’s 
a common problem with young 
horses.

Mid-morning feed. We take 
feeding VERY seriously. 

10:00 I - 

Third lot goes out. I drive up to 
the trainer’s stand and watch 



them from there with binoculars. 
Phone is busy, ordering feed, 
keeping in touch with owners.

Farrier arrives to fit racing plates 
for this week’s runners; today we 
have a runner on my home track. 
My mother is staying to help look 
after my four-year-old daughter, 
so they get an afternoon’s racing. 
A rare family day out. Ah, nearly 
forgot, we have visitors. A group 


of German vets arrives, organised 
by tour company Newmarket 
Experience. I lapse into my native 
German, happily talking vet stuff 
- and horses. 

_HZZ 11.30 

Time to play with our newest 
arrival, a headstrong youngster 
who thinks he knows it all. My 
best rider and I spend time in the 
round pen, working him loose 
and ‘joining him up’. I spent a 


year with horse whisperer Monty 
Roberts ‘starting’ young horses 
and I like to do this with all our 
new horses. It gets inside their 
head. Delighted when he starts to 
come to me and accepts our new 
relationship. 

13:00 

Horses’ lunch feed - and I get 
a text. ‘When are you getting 
here.’ It’s from a client wanting 
to meet at the sale ring today at 


Tattersalls. He wants my advice 
on a horse. Maybe he will send it 
to me? 

13.30 

To Tattersalls. I love the sales, 
watching bloodstock agents 
paying (small) fortunes for horses 
and dreaming of what I would 
like to take home. Today is for 
yearlings; the Derby or Oaks 
winner in two years’ time perhaps. 
Dreams are what keeps our 
industry going. But I can’t stay too 
long. We are off to the races. 

noo ! 

Lorry arrives at the yard to take 
my lovely chestnut four-year- 
old up to the July course in 
Newmarket. He’s a Maiden (a 
horse that’s never won a race) 

- rejected by two trainers as he 
was very fragile, physically and 
mentally. Have I done my job? 
YES! He wins by a short head 
at odds of 80/1, beating the top 
yards. Owner is delighted, and the 
horse has repaid my faith in him. 
The early morning alarm calls are 
worth it. 

15:00 

Evening stables, horses on horse 
walker or into paddocks for 
final leg stretch. The physio and 
chiropractor arrive. Clean stables, 
fresh water, groom, feet treated 
and dinner feed. 

18:00 

Make a list for the next day, vet 
work and medications. 

a 13:00 

Supper with my incredibly 
supportive husband (who also 
works in racing, he is the better 
cook) and time for a bedtime story. 

33:30 

Evening feed, rugs on, top up 
hay, do we have any emergency 
medical issues? It’s full on, 24/7.1 
love it and wouldn’t change it for 
the world. 

33.00 

Fall into bed - and probably 
dream about a chestnut horse 
running his heart out up the 
Newmarket straight.

AFTER a glorious summer at home 
pottering around his garden in 
Ireland, green-fingered TV presenter 
Diarmuid Gavin is now preparing his 
beds for the cooler months. 

"Things in my own garden are 
beginning to die back. I have some 
wisterias I've been training up a cast 
iron verandah and underneath that 
I will be ripping out some perennials 
that haven't been happy in my 
garden, like a trochodendron, which 
has looked sickly and has black spots 
under the leaf." 

He swears by the following tips 
for renewal and regeneration which 
will help your garden withstand the 
cooler months and ensure it is in good 
condition for the year ahead. 

THE LAWN: "It's time to get ready for 
renewal and the first thing to look at 
is the lawn, which has probably been 
battered by kids running all over it in 
the summer holidays. 

"A really good maintenance session, 
scarifying, aerating and topping up 
the roots of the grass plants with 
some autumn fertiliser will make a 
massive difference," he says. "Really 
getting stuck in with a spring tine

rake to remove all the thatch is an 
incredibly satisfying job. 

"For a couple of weeks, the lawn 
will look like you've demolished it, but 
later on, it will improve its condition. 
It's all about toughening it up to get 
it ready for winter. Spiking it and 
aerating it really allows the oxygen to 
get right down to the roots, but also 
releases some of the other bad gases 
that may have built up. Be cruel to be 
kind." 

PROLONG THE SEASON: Continue 
to deadhead anything that's still in 
flower but also visit your local garden 
centre to see what's coming into 
flower. 

"Some of the autumn sedums are 


fantastic and encourage butterflies, 
so you could drop in some spot colour 
before the frost comes." 

CLEAR UP LEAVES: You'll have to 
rake up fallen leaves or they will 
suffocate any plant life underneath 
them and provide shelter for pests. If 
you have lots of leaves and enough 
space and time, make leaf mould by 
putting your leaves into dustbin liners 
with air holes in them and leave them 
to rot down to make a great mulch. It 
does, however, take a year or so for 
the leaves to break down sufficiently 
to use. 

HERBACEOUS PERENNIALS: Tidy 
up herbaceous perennials that are 
flopping or have developed rust. 

In a month's time, you can start 
to lift and divide perennials to renew 
their vigour and produce new plants. 
Out of one clump, you may get seven 
or eight smaller ones. Replant them, 
digging organic matter into the soil at 
the same time and they should give 
you a good show next year. 

CHECK YOUR SOIL: Autumn is a 
good time to check to see how your 
soil is doing. Prepare to do a big mulch 
and buy in some organic material. 


"Planning is key," says Gavin. "If 
the garden has produced the goods 
for you this year - and for most 
people it's been a really bountiful 
year - you want to condition the soil. 
See what will need to be mulched and 
enriched and order your manure to be 
delivered, before everyone else does." 
PLANT BULBS: Bulbs have been 
in garden centres for the last eight 
weeks and now it's worth having 
a co-ordinated approach to this, 
considering what you want to achieve, 
whether it's bulbs in pots around the 
front door, or in drifts in a lawn - you 
can co-ordinate that with your lawn 
aeration - or in through the beds and 
borders. 

"Maybe buy a 5kg bag of daffodils 
and plant them in drifts rather than 
placing them one by one. Throw them 
on the ground and see where they 
land, which will give you the most 
naturalistic planting. Plant them at 
least twice their depth and give them 
a bit of feed if you want them to be 
vigorous." 

"The secret is, don't skimp on 
bulbs. The only place you can skimp is 
if you're just putting them in pots."

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Warning on iWatch use 


LEADING road safety charity the 
Institute of Advanced Motorists 
(IAM) is warning drivers about 
the potential risks associated 
with smart watches while driv¬ 
ing. 

The latest piece of wearable 
technology from Apple will al¬ 
low users to make and receive 
calls, check their messages and 
monitor their health by operat¬ 
ing the device on their wrists. 
However, the IAM warns that 
this could significantly impair 
driving performance - being a 
major cause for distraction and 
road accidents. 

Existing research conducted 
by the IAM simulator study on 
smartphone use between 2006 
and 2010 found distraction from 
a mobile phone was a contribu¬ 
tory factor in 1,960 road acci¬ 
dents which resulted in injuries; 



THE APPLE IWATCH: Basically a 
gadget that is unsuitable for use 
while driving 


this figure includes 110 fatal 
accidents. Having a wristwatch 
linked to users’ mobile phone 
only suggests a higher propor¬ 
tion of drivers’ performance will 


be significantly impaired. 

Constant alerts will require 
motorists’ regular attention. As 
opposed to using a legal hands¬ 
free piece of equipment the 
iWatch will require drivers to 
use two hands to operate the 
device - impacting speed, lane 
position and time spent looking 
at the road. 

The Department for Trans¬ 
port has announced that using 
an iWatch while driving will 
carry the same penalty as using 
a hand-held mobile phone of 
three license penalty points and 
a £100 fine. As per the Crown 
Prosecution guidelines, how¬ 
ever, where a motorist uses a 
mobile phone causing death by 
dangerous driving a harsher sen¬ 
tence of two years imprisonment 
is enforced. 

Neil Greig, IAM Director of 


Policy and Research, said: “An 
iWatch has the potential to be 
just as distracting as any other 
smartphone device. Indeed more 
so if you have to take your hand 
off the wheel and your eyes off 
the road to interact with it. 

“Enforcement will be difficult 
for the police, but powers exist 
to seize and interrogate devices 
in the event of a serious crash. 
The very device that distracted 
you also has the power to con¬ 
vict you.” 

This is the second techno¬ 
logical advance this year which 
has been deemed unsuitable for 
drivers to use on the road. Ear¬ 
lier this year the police made 
it clear that using Google Glass 
and driving would mean the 
driver could be stopped for fail¬ 
ing to be in full control of his or 
her vehicle.

Kingman illness leads 
to an early retirement 


JAMES Doyle felt “privileged” to 
have been associated with King- 
man, whose retirement was 
announced on Monday afternoon. 

The exceptional miler, trained 
by John Gosden, will stand at 
Juddmonte Farms’ Banstead Manor 
Stud in 2015 after he failed to recov¬ 
er from a throat infection in prepa¬ 
ration for the Queen Elizabeth II 
Stakes at Ascot on QIPCO Champi¬ 
ons Day on October 18. 

Kingman won seven of his 
eight races, including Group One 
triumphs in the Irish 2,000 Guineas, 
the Sussex Stakes at Glorious Good- 
wood, the Prix Jacques le Marois at 
Deauville and the St James’s Palace 


Stakes at Royal Ascot. 

Jockey Doyle, who partnered the 
three-year-old colt for every race 
but his debut success at Newmar¬ 
ket, said: “I’ve mixed emotions, but, 
above all else, I’m privileged to have 
played just a small part in his career. 

“It’s like anything, though, horses 
are not machines and they can’t go 
on forever. He was very, very special. 

“His ability to relax during a 
race, no matter what, and his high 
cruising speed set him apart. 

“Without a doubt he’s the best 
horse I’ve ever sat on.” 

Doyle nominated Kingman’s 
Sussex Stakes victory on July 30 as 
one of his most potent memories, 


and said: “That day at Goodwood 
was a great spectacle as it intrigued 
a lot of people before the race as to 
just how it would all pan out. 

“The way he quickened that day 
was something else, and it just 
showed that whatever was thrown 
his way he could handle it.” 

The son of Invincible Spirit will 
now join the incomparable Frankel 
at Banstead Manor. 

Teddy Grimthorpe, racing 
manager for owner Prince Khalid 
Abdullah, said in a statement: 
“The stud fee of the horse that has 
electrified European racing in 2014 
will be announced by the stud 
when appropriate.” 


Newmarket trainer Gosden 
labelled Kingman “the best colt I’ve 
ever trained”. 

“He’s a fabulous-looking horse 
with a great mind on him and he 
had this ability to change six gears 
at once,” he said. 

“He had a turbo charge that no 
other horse I’ve trained has possessed. 

“It’s a very rare thing to see in a 
horse and he’s the most exciting 
horse I’ve trained. 

“I trained Royal Heroine to win at 
the Breeders’ Cup in a record time, 
and she was very good, but this boy 
would be in a different league. 

“It’s hard to nominate his best 
performance, but I suppose it’s the 


Sussex because it was the weirdest 
race I’ve ever seen.” 

Gosden added: “He was just very 
exciting to be around. We’re just 
short of that one race with him, but 
that’s sometimes the way it goes. 

“He’s certainly the best colt I’ve 
ever trained.” 
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
